European Patent Application 99309022.4 relates to a 

transmission controlling method and transmitting apparatus where 
transmission between a plurality of communication stations is 
executed based on control information that is transmitted from the 
control station. 

European Patent Application 99309022.4 relates to a method of 
conflict resolution where remote hosts make bandwidth requests to 
the base station. Each remote host is able to make a request their 
stack level is equal to 0 but a conflict may occur when two or more 
remotes make a request in the same mini slot. The method allows for 
requests to be processed until the queue is empty.
